on Sunday laft Te Deum was fung there in St. 
Stephen’s Church, the Emperor and Emprefs being Pre- 
fent, and the Guns thrice difcharg’d from the Walls 
of the City, forthe Paflage of tne Scheld, rhe Raifing 
of the Siege of Bruffels , and the furrender of the Cita- 
del of Lille: That feveral conferences are held at Pref: 
burg about an Accommodation with the Hungarian 
Rebels ; but the principal Deputies of the Malecon- 
tents not appearing in thofe Affemblies, they make but 
flow advances: That the frefheft Letters from Rome 
advile, that the Pope had begun to Reduce his Troops, 
and given General Marfigli ( who defigns to reaffume 
the Cardinal’s Cap ) acoufiderable Prelacy: That His 
Holinefs makes fome difficulty to acknowledge King 
Charles as abfolute King of Spain, and give him the 
Title of Catholick King : That the Marefchal de Title 
has declared, that in cafe he does, the French King 
will take fucha Method of Revenge as willbe very dit- 
pleafing to his Holinefs, but the Poxrtitt’s Revenues ta 
rhe Erench Dominions being jncontideranle, and his 
moft Chriftian Mejefty not being able to ftand by him 
according to his Promife, "tis expected the Holy Father 
will little regard his Threats : That in ordet to bring 
thefe Negociations to a {peedy Conclusion the Impert- 
i] Court has fent to the Marquis de Prie to demand a 
Poitive Anfwer within 2 Certain time, and not fiffer

‘fe War may be brought to an happy conclufion: The 
<ivices trom Leipfick are, that King Auguftus is ex- 
pected there t0 morrow from Dresden, where great 





preparations are made for theCarnival, whichis to bes 
gin asfoon as his Majefty returns: That the King of 
Denmark is arriv'd at Venice, to which place ’tis re. 
ported that the Duke of Mecklenburg-twerin, defigns 
to take a Journey wi:h a {mall Retinue, That the Court 
of Berlin having concluded the rejoycings for the Mar.

the Death of Prince George of Demark, and for the 
Princels Dowager of Anhait-Deflau, and that at Berlin 
there was a report, that commerce wou'd be renewed 
between Prufiia and Poland, the latter being almoft 
entircly fiee from the Piague.
